fiscal year ending June 30, 
and will pay the contractor 
$4.5 million in the upcom- 
ing fiscal year. 

Sunrise Scavenger said 
Quincy’s decision would 
cost taxpayers money — both 
because of the additional 
cost and for the breach of 
contract. 


“The city’s conduct, as 


laid out in the complaint, 
will not only cost Quincy 
taxpayers at least $2.3 mil- 
lion more for the next three 


years, and an untold amount : 
for the following two years, 


but will have exposed the 
city to additional damages 
for the unpaid portion of the 
contract,” Sunrise Scaven-

Chris Walker, Koch’s 
chief of staff, said the mayor 
Stands by his decision and is 
prepared to defend it.

“The homebuyer must 
qualify for a mortgage they 
can truly afford,” said Cor- 
ley. “That’s where home- 
buyer education comes in. 
Homebuyer education is 
consumer protection.” 

Coley said Neighbor-

chusetts has been offering 
homebuyer assistance and 
the NeighborhoodLIFT pro- 
gram “would dovetail nicely 
into that.”

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On Wednesday, June 20, at approximately 12:45 p.m., 
members of the Quincy Police Drug Control Unit (Detectives 
O’Brien, O’Rourke, Powers, and Cassidy) set up surveillance 
in the area of Quincy Shore Drive in North Quincy for some 
potential drug activity. 

Detective Powers observed a gray Infiniti pull over into a 
side street and stop in front of a house where a known drug 
user came out and entered the passenger side front seat. At this : 
time, the observations were communicated to the other nearby 
detectives, which led to Detective O’Brien pulling his vehicle 
behind the suspect vehicle while Detective Cassidy approached 
from the opposite end of the street. 

Detective O’Brien, with his police badge displayed, exited 
his vehicle and approached the driver’s side door announcing, 
“Quincy Police.” As he did this, the driver pulled his vehicle 
away approximately 15-20 feet and then stopped as he ob- 
served Detective Cassidy approaching. The driver was directed 
to step out of the vehicle. 

Detective O’Brien opened up the driver’s side door as 
Detective Cassidy approached the passenger side front door, 
where he observed the female conceal her clenched left hand 
under her left leg. She was asked to step from the vehicle. On 
the front passenger seat, both detectives observed a clear plas- 
tic knotted corner bag that contained a tan powder believed to 
be fentanyl/heroin. 

’ Detectives O’Rourke and Powers arrived on scene at this 
point. The driver was advised of his Miranda rights to which 
he stated he understood and agreed to answer questions. When 
asked what he was doing, the driver said that he was visiting his 
friend. When asked where he was coming from, the driver said 
from his apartment in North Quincy. When told that drugs were 
found on the passenger seat, the driver denied giving the fe- 
male drugs. The driver then stated that his 10-year old-daughter 
was still in the apartment alone and that he was just making a 
short stop and was headed back to the apartment. 

Detective Cassidy observed a Mass DTA card in the name 
of another female on the front passenger seat next to where 
the bag of fentanyl/heroin was found. The detectives knew 
that drug dealers accept Mass DTA cards as a form of payment 
in which money can be withdrawn or the card can be used to 
make purchases. Buyers will also use Mass DTA cards of oth- 


ers who are willing to provide it in order to share the drugs.

It sounds regal so far! I do have a few ideas to allow you 
to move forward with your original vision. 


Install a large mirror as wide is your vanity and as tall as : 


you can find. Hang a mini chandelier in front of it and max 
out the lumens of the bulb to allow the most light to brighten 


the space because the mirror will help bounce or project the 


light across the room. 
Next, choose a medium-large to large piece of art with 


a lot of white in the background or subject matter to hang’ 
~ on the plum accent wall. Repeat the white in a solid color, 


textured shower curtain. 

Finally, add some bling where possible like the frame of 
the mirror and artwork, cosmetic tray, tissue holder, soap 
dish, etc. Gold goes very well with the purple family of 
colors but, if your faucets are stainless or chrome, you can 
always go with a silvery sparkle.

Tom’s tours were more 
than an educaticnal experi- 
ence. They were a workout. 
I think the day I walked with 
Tom and the other partici- 
pants the tour lasted nearly 
three hours. Clearly some of 
us were not in the best shape 
to follow Tom who was like 
a shepherd leading his flock. 
Briskly walking up and 
down the rolling grass hills 
of Mount Wollaston, Tom 
was indefatigable. I think 
he could have talked and 
walked well after sundown. 

He certainly knew his 
subject matter and presented 
it in an informative and con- 
versation-like manner. Each 
participant received a printed 
Mount Wollaston Cemetery 
walking guide pamphlet that 
marked noteworthy monu- 
ments on the graves of 60 
prominent Granite industry 
leaders as well as 26 other 


monuments made of Quin- 
cy granite. This was a just - 
a sample, Tom said, noting 


there are hundreds of other 
Quincy granite monuments 
at Mount: Wollaston not list- 
ed on the walking map. 

On this particular Sat- 
urday afternoon five years 
ago, about 25 local residents 
and history buffs turned out 
for Tom’s tour. That was 
a good number, Tom said, 
because he liked to get in 


the group and talk to people — 


face-to-face. 


“It’s really fun when you 


get a group of people who 
really care,” he said at the 
time. “The people who take 
the tour are truly interested 
in Quincy granite and or 
Quincy history. Mount Wol- 
laston Cemetery is a beauti- 
ful cemetery and it’s an out- 
door museum to both those 
things. Cemeteries allow us 
to know about people we 
never met and to come close 
to events that are long be- 
hind us.” 

Mount Wollaston Cem- 
etery was consecrated on 
Nov. 1, 1855. The original 
portion — 12 acres — was one 
of America’s early garden 
cemeteries. 

Tom’s interpretative cem- 
etery tours were like snow- 
flakes — no two were alike. 
Each one was different and 
he never carried notes with 
him on the tour. He enjoyed 
doing research on the monu- 
ments because. “research- 
ing these people is how you 
learn history.” 

_ He: always hoped. that 
citizens who took part in his 
tour gained an appreciation 
for the granite industry. Af- 
ter. that tour five years ago 
he noted, that 2013 marked 
the 50th anniversary of the 
closing of the city’s last 


working quarry — Swingle’s 


Quarry. 

Back in 1963, a new 
owner tried to reactivate 
the quarry and a crew was 


put in place to work in the. 


quarry that was deeper than 
a 35-story building. 

“A couple of fellas from 
New Hampshire were killed 
in an accident and the owner 
said, ‘that’s it.’ It was too 
treacherous to continue 
quarrying,” he recalled. 

Tom liked to point out 
that Quincy granite is famed 
all over the world. The Bun- 
ker Hill Monument and 
King’s Chapel in Boston 
are made from it. So too are 
monuments in Gettysburg 
and in our nation’s capital. 

But you don’t have to 
leave the city to see its en- 
during qualities and beau- 
ty. Old City Hall (James 
R. Mclntyre Government 
Center) is constructed from 
Quincy granite. And so too 
are hundreds of monuments 
at Mount Wollaston — 
etery. 

Before monuments were 
standardized (similar shape 
and size), earlier memori- 
als were created that were 
unique and beautiful. Tom’s 


_tours pointed out these older 


monuments, from the Jona- 
than S. Swingle Monument 
created from “extra dark” 
Quincy granite to Quincy’s 


other “granite gazing ball” 


that adorns the final resting 
place of Theophilus King, 
a renowned Quincy banker, 
businessman and philan- 
thropist. 

With Tom Galvin’s help, 
a mew expanded Mount 
Wollaston Cemetery pam- 
phlet was published a few 
years ago. While the grave 
stones often show years of 
birth and death, Tom said 
his research and descrip- 
tions are all about the dash 
in between those two dates. 

“The dash — that’s were 
the story is,” he said an in- 
terview in October, 2016 
shortly after the pamphlet 
was made available to the 
public. “In order to talk 
about people you have to go 
investigate what that dash is. 
You might know that person 
was a mayor but what about 
him? What else did he do?” 

Tom Galvin was laid to 
rest Tuesday at Mount Wol- 
laston Cemetery. 

We extend our sincerest 
condolences to the Galvin 
family.

Largest Christmas Tree in United States. 
685 feet high contributed by Retail Merchants. 


ONE OF THE MOST popular postcards in Tom 
Galvin’s collection is this 1934 postcard showing the 
Christmas tree erected by the Retail Merchants Bu- 
reau of the Quincy Chamber of Commerce. It was in 
front of the Granite Trust Bank building now home to 
a branch of the Bank of America at 1400 Hancock St. 


Two weeks before this tree was lighted a smaller tree » 


was dedicated on the same spot, but it was toppled 
by a 55-mile-per-hour gale. MIT engineers brought 
in to prevent a reoccurrence claimed this new 85-foot 
tree could withstand winds to 240 mph. The first 60 
feet of the trunk, set firmly into the ground, was the 
boom from a derrick donated by the Swingle Quarry 
Co. It was capable of lifting 20 tons of granite. On top 
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the boom to served as the lower branches. Six nearly 
one-inch thick cables secured the tree from all sides, 
and some 600 lights accompanied a large and small 
star that flashed alternately at the top. On the occasion 
of the tree lighting, a spectacular scintillator on top 
of the bank building threw a great fan of light in all 
colors more than a mile into the sky. Inside the bank 
the lobby and all the building’s windows were lighted 
each day with over 1,200 real vigil candles. Howard 
Johnson’s Restaurant was the store on the left at One 
Chestnut Street. On the right at 1402 Hancock St. was 
Homer’s, a jewelry store that in 1940 becain

QUINCY GRANITE ‘GAZING BALL’ -— To commemorate Quincy’s tercentenary celebra- 
tion.in 1925, the Quincy Granite Manufacturers Association presented the city with this 11-ton 
Quincy granite ball. It became known as the “Gazing Ball” because of its high polish that will 
last forever. Here the ball is shown at its original location next to City Hall. It’s now located near 
the same location in front of the glass City Hall annex building and adjacent to the James R. 
McIntyre Government Center. 


QUARRY - For over 100 years, beginning early in the 19th century, Quincy’s leading industry 
was centered on its vast deposits of very unique and high-grade granite. The granite was prized 
for use in building and large structures and later for monuments. Over 50 quarries were opened 
— this one provided granite for the Bunker Hill Monument.

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than a tennis court. The net 


is a few inches shorter than 
a tennis net. On either side 
of the net is a no-volley 
zone — or a kitchen as it is 
often called. A player cannot 
‘step into this zone to hit a 
ball in the air. However, the 
player can step in to return a 
shot if the ball bounces into 
the zone. 

The game can be played 
by two players, but is of- 
ten played by doubles. The 
first player or doubles team 
to reach 11 points wins the 
match. However, if there is 
a tie at 10 or 11 points, the 
winning score must be by a 

. Spread of two points. 

Welch said he has seen 

the popularity of the game 
_ explode over the past sev- 
eral years and it has become 
part of the city’s annual Se- 
nior Olympics tournaments 
for the past four years. 
Teams from Randolph, 
Milton, Marshfield, Quincy 
and a large contingent from 
Braintree played in this 
year’s tourney. 

“Tthas absolutely grown,” 
he said. “We had more peo- 
ple this year than last year, 
we had more people last 
year than we had the first 
and second year. And now, 
it’s played year round.” 

Pickleball even has its 
own national association 
—- USAPA (USA Pickle- 
ball Association) - based in 
Arizona. The non-profit or- 
ganization provides rules, 
rankings, promotions and 

sanctions tournaments. 

According to Welch, 
the USAPA sent a: trainer 
to Quincy five years ago to 
hold introductory clinics 
that taught locals the sport 
during the senior Olympics. 
- “Instead of a Senior 
Olympics game, we held a 
training event,” he said. 

Three years ago, Quincy 
converted a parking lot in 
back of the Kennedy Center 

‘in North Quincy -into two 
pickleball courts. 

“No fences, no nothing, 
we just marked it,” Welch 
said. 

During good weather 
months, the seniors have 
been playing outside, and in 
the winter they move inside 

* to the Kennedy Center gym. 
There are about 40 to 50 
seniors that now regularly 
play year round. 

This spring, when the 

. Fore River Field playground 
in Quincy Point’ was reno- 
vated, three pickleball courts 

were installed cross-court in 
the basketball drea. Welch 
explained that the basketball 
courts were made slightly 
larger than usual to accom- 
modate the dimensions of 
the pickleball courts. 

Last month’s Senior 
Olympics pickleball tourna- 
ment was held on the new 
courts for the first time. 

“We now have pickleball

courts out in the neighbor- 
hoods much like the old 
days or the days now that 
you have tennis courts in 
various playgrounds around 
the city,” he said. “Now, 
we have our first city play- 
ground with a pickleball 
court.” 

Right now, Welch said 
the recreation department 
does not yet offer a formal 
pickleball league. 

“We work very, very 
closely with the people that 
play at the Kennedy Cen- 
ter,” he said, noting, that 
his department provides the 
balls and nets. 

Dorsey Wheeler, who 
won the gold medal in this 
spring’s women’s Senior 
Olympics _ pickleball tour- 
nament, said the sport has 
“all the right ingredients.” 

“It provides great exer- 
cise, Competition, and. has 
allowed me to meet many 
new friends,” she said. “It 
can be played indoors or out, 
so is year round and may be 
played by all ages.” 

Wheeler said she has 
taught some of her fam- 
ily members, including her 
eight grandchildren, the 
sport of pickleball. 

“Learning this sport at 
this time in life has been a 
wonderful addition to a ful- 
filling retirement,” she said. 

According to USAPA, 
pickleball was invented in 
1965 on. Bainbridge Island, 
just off the coast of Seattle, 
Washington by three dads 
— Joel Pritchard, Bill Bell, 
and Barney McCallum — 
“whose kids were bored 
with their usual summertime 
activities.” 

There are a few theories 
as to where the pickleball 
name was derived. One 
is that it was named after 
Pritchard’s dog, “Pickles” 
who would chase after er- 
rant balls during the game. 
Another is that Pritchard’s 
wife, Joan, called it pickle- 
ball because the game — a 
combination of different 
sports — reminded her of the 


pickle boat oarsmen in crew 
who were chosen from other 
boats. 

Pickleball courts are pop- 
ping up across the country. 
Welch said that in Florida, 
some well-known resorts 
have taken out tennis courts 
and replaced them with 
pickleball courts. 


Locally, Quincy is not - 


alone in adding pickleball 
courts. Braintree, Abington, 
Weymouth and Marshfield

have recently installed dedi- 
cated courts for pickleball. 
Welch noted that in Marsh- 
field, players there raised 


$30,000 to build courts and 


a clubhouse on land provid- 
ed by the town. 

“It’s (Marshfield’s facil- 
ity) much like the Quincy 
Tennis Club here,” he said. 

Welch said that pickle- 
ball courts could be coming 
to other areas of Quincy in 
the future.

Hancock, his wife Doro- 
thy Quincy, and his friend 
President John Adams greet- 
ed those attending the event. 
The evening was filled with 
“pomp and parade” as Presi- 
dent Adams would say with 
a stirring rendition of God 
Bless America sung by the 
Singing Trooper, Dan Clark 
among his several patriotic 
songs. There was also fife 
and .drum music. performed 
by the Colonial Boys and an 
honor guard from the Nor- 
folk County Sheriff’s Office 
which led the procession 
into. the Registry’ s Great 
Hall.

curity rather than risk, and 
to keep their heads down 
rather than pursue promo- 
tion, she highlighted the 
importance of speaking up 
to change the equation, par- 
ticularly around career op- 
portunities. And when you 
master your narrative, give 
back and help others create 
their own stories and narra- 
tives of success. 

Founder and CEO of Em- 
piriko Dr. Pam Randhawa 
informed the audience about 
the state of Asian American 
women in business today, 


sharing the following: 


There are approximately 
11 million Asian women 
in the U.S. — owning over 
630,000 businesses — em- 
ploying anestimated649,000 
people across the country 
and’ bringing total receipts 
of $105 billion. Still, Asian- 
American women remain 
“largely invisible” in poli- 


tics, entertainment, among 
the Fortune 500 CEOs and 
corporate boards. Asian 
women make up 0.2% of 
CEO positions and less than 


1% of total board seats of 


S&P 500 companies. 
Despite’ their ~ high 
achievements in education, 
Asian American women 
make — disproportionately 
less money than their male 
and white counterparts. 
Asian American women 
make about 75 percent of 
their male counterparts. 
“However, in the last 
few years, we have made a 
good progress in the areas 
of policy, politics and busi- 
ness,” Randhawa said. “For 
the first time in history, last 
year three Asian American 
women represented the U.S. 
Senate and two filled Cabi- 
net positions -- Senators 
Tammy Duckworth from Il- 
linois, Kamala Harris from 
California, and Mazie Hi- 


rono from Hawaii, and US. 
Secretary of Transportation 
Elaine Chao and U.S. Am- 
bassador to the United Na- 
tions Nikki Halley. 

“We have also seen the 
rise in Asian American 
women entrepreneurs © in 
STEM and other sectors, but 
we have a long way to go.” 

This event is important 
to hold our valued institu- 
tions accountable to their 
community commitments 
— especially around advanc- 
ing women, pay equity and 
women’s leadership — and 
also to continue the tradi- 
tion of creating a venue for 
strengthening networks,” 
Randhawa continued. 
“These new connections and 
networks continue to sup- 
port the role of small busi- 
ness enterprise, community 
growth and Asian American 
women in business and pub- 
lic service.
